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Pan-American Congress Issues 


N 1826, Simon Bolivar, then Presi- 
dent of Colombia, called a congress 
of representatives from each of the 
new American republics to meet at 

Panama that year. The avowed purpose 
was to effect a closer union for mutual 
welfare. An epidemic of yellow fever 
caused the hasty dissolution of the Con- 
gress of Bolivar before any work could 
be done. From that time onward the 
countries were so continually quarrel- 
ing among themselves that Bolivar’s 
plan was forgotten for over half a cen- 
tury. In 1847 in Lima, Peru, the first 
inter-American conference was held, rep- 
resented by five South American repub- 
lics. The first congress managed to con- 
clude a number of important things, 
among them a postal treaty. Other 
treaties concerning commerce, navigation 
and consular exchanges were also effect- 
ed. So, all in all, this first conference, 
despite the poor attendance, was a great 
success. 

Things looked bad indeed in the early 
1860s for the American republics. The 
United States was believed on the point 
of dissolution and Napoleon III of 
France had set up a puppet emperor in 
Mexico. Of even more importance to 
South Americans was the seizure in 
April, 1864, by a Spanish Fleet of the 
Chincha Islands off the Peruvian coast. 
So, in 1864 representatives of seven 
South American states and one Central 
American state met in Lima, but ac- 
complished very little. The 2 soles 
value of the new set of stamps issued 
by Peru to commemorate the Eighth 
Pan-American Conference of 1938 pic- 
tures the three Peruvians who presided 
at the three conferences held in that 
country prior to the formation of the 
Pan-American Union. The chief topic 
at the 1864 conference was the forma- 
tion of a defensive alliance against Spain, 
which appears to have had some result 
for in 1865 the Chinchas were restored 
to Peru. But in 1866 the Spanish fleet 
returned and at Callao was fought the 
battle between the fleet and shore bat- 
teries depicted on Peru’s recently issued 
20c air mail stamp and titled “Defense 
of America.” Bolivia, Chile, Peru and 
Ecuador joined to defeat the invader, 
but Rear-Admiral Villar at Callao with 
his hastily gathered forces decisively de- 
feated the attacking Spanish fleet. 

Lima 13 years later was the scene of 
a third conference, again attended by 
seven South American nation’s repre- 
sentatives and some from Cuba, then in 
the throes of the recurring war for In-

dependence. Treaties of international | 
law, as well as those providing for extra- 
dition of non-political criminals were 
drawn up, Guatemala and Uruguay rati- 
fying these. The adoption by all the 
countries of such laws is still awaited 
for criminals of many countries have 
found haven in various of the latin- 
American countries. 

The first of what are now termed 
Pan-American Conferences met at Wash- 





ington, D. C., on October 2, 1889, under 
the chairmanship of James J. Blaine, 
then Secretary of State of the U. S. 
His skillful handling of the call for 
such an assembly resulted in every 
American republic being represented ex- 
cept the Dominicans. Chief outcome 
of this conference was formation of what 
is now the Pan-American Union, de- 
scribed then as to be a sort of bureau 
of information for spreading knowledge 
of the commerce and resources of the

republics. The beautiful building at 
Washington which today is headquarters 
of the Union was shown on the stamp 
included in the souvenir sheet issued 
by Guatemala this year to commem- 
orate the sesquicentennial of the Con- 
stitution of the U. S. The governing 
board of the Union consists of the dip- 
lomatic or special representatives of each 
country who in turn elect their president. 
The 1889 conference outlined uniform 
treaties of many kinds, urging the coun- 


and measures, laws, customs regulations, 
etc. Few of these ever were adopted, 
due to jealousies between the various 
countries. No postal issues commem- 
orated this first conference as this was 
in the days before the custom of issuing 
commemorative stamps was introduced. 

In 1899 the United States suggested 
a second conference and this convened 
at Mexico City upon invitation of the 
Mexican government on October 22, 
1901, adjourning on January 31, 1902. 
This was the first conference attended 
by representatives of all the countries. 
Most important result was signing of an 
agreement by 10 countries for compul- 
sory arbitration of disputes, and arrange- 
ments for an _ international customs 
congress for sanitation purposes. So far 
as philately was concerned there were 
no results from this conference reflected 
in our albums. 

The Third Conference opened on 
July 23, 1906, at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, 
and is important to philately in that it 
inaugurated the custom of special stamp 
issues to commemorate the occasion. This 
first set was of only two stamps, both 
of the same design and of very low face 
value. The design is an allegory of the 
Congress, designed by H. Bernardelli 
and lithographed at the Brazilian Mint. 
Chief topic of discussion at this confer- 
ence was the proposed adoption of the 
Drago Doctrine which denies the right 
of one country to forcibly collect a debt 
from another. Since the latin republics 
were chronically disputing with their 
debtors, refusing to pay interest on im- 
portant debts, the Doctrine found much 
favor with the delegates. The Pan- 
American Union, then known as the 
Bureau of American Republics was re- 
organized and given limited legislative 
powers. U. S. Secretary of State Elihu 
Root toured South America, making a 
speech at Rio which went far towards 
creating a friendly attitude toward the 
United States. 

Argentina was so busy issuing a long 
set of stamps to celebrate its centenary 
of independence in 1910 that it did not 
follow the Brazilian example when dur- 
ing that year the Fourth Pan-American 
Conference met at Buenos Aires. This 
Conference contributed to American wel- 
fare chiefly treaties on copyrights and 
patents and a recommendation that all 
governments resort to arbitration in dis- 
putes over financial matters. 

Late in 1913 the board of the Pan- 
American Union chose Santiago, Chile,

Conference. The Fourth Conference had 
chosen this year, but failed to designate 
the city or country. The outbreak of 
the World War caused the indefinite 
postponement of the Conference, but 
finally in 1923 the long-postponed Con- 
ference met in Santiago. This Confer- 
ence was celebrated by Chile with a set 
of eight stamps, most of them bicolored, 
depicting the stately building in which 
the sessions were held from March 26 
until May 11. At this conference the 
disputes centered around disarmament, 
the three largest South American pow- 
ers, Argentina, Brazil and Chile openly 
accusing each other with intentions of 
aggression. The Mexican government 
was not represented as its chief executive 
was not at the time recognized by many 
nations as lawful holder of the title of 
President. Peru and Bolivia refused to 
send representatives because the confer- 
ence was held in Chile, they still dis- 





puting the results of the war of 1879-81 
with that country. The Monroe doc- 
trine also came in for some criticism 
and all in all this Conference did not 
increase good will in the Americas, 
though it did some constructive work 
towards commercial co-operation. 

Cuba was host to the Sixth Pan- 
American Conference and blithely turned 
over to philately the unwelcome chore 
of financing the cost of the meeting. 
An official decree directed the issuance 
of ten stamps, ear!y in January 1928, 
the Department of Communications be- 
ing instructed to keep a separate ac- 
count of revenue from sales of these 
stamps, all proceeds to go to finance 
the Conference. To make sure the 
stamps would bring in sufficient revenue, 
the designs were carefully chosen and 
10 values from 1 centavo to 1 peso were 
issued. The designs picture the first 
President and the then President Ma- 
chado; Morro Castle; Havana Railroad 
Station; Presidential Palace; a tobacco 
plantation; Treasury Building; a sugar

Editor’s Notebook 


BOYCOTTS Agitation is going the 

rounds in philatelic circles 
for a boycott of stamps issued by those 
governments coming within the Presi- 
dent’s definition of ‘aggressor nations.” 
Feeling is running high in contempt for 
certain foreign countries and the spon- 
sors hope that a curtailment of philatelic 
revenue may have some ‘punitive effect 
on ruthless rulers. News reports have 
repeatedly told of refugees from these 
countries managing to smuggle from 
their native lands postage stamps which 
they hoped to sell in whatever haven 
they finally reached and thus start life 
anew with these scanty funds. Some- 
times stamps were practically the only 
valuables they were able to take out 
and then only because they were so 
small they could be easily hidden. Since 
much of the current indignation in this 
country against certain countries is be- 
cause of their forcing some minorities of 
their inhabitants to become refugees, it 
follows that any boycott of even recent 
issues of those countries would only in- 
crease the suffering of the unfortunate. 
True a complete boycott of current is- 
sues would reduce somewhat the revenue 
of those countries, but not so much as 
many collectors think it would. All have

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Voortrekker Centenary 


The Union of South Africa is at pres- 
ent carrying out an Ox-Wagon caravan 
stunt very much like the one from Mas- 
sachusetts to Ohio on the sesquicen- 
tennial of the settlement of the North- 
west Territory. This South African 
expedition is to commemorate the cen- 
tenary of the Great Trek when the 
Boers moved from Cape Colony in 
search of new land, finally erecting the 
Orange Free State. Since 1933 the 
Union has been issuing semi-postal 
stamps with a surtax for a fund to fin- 
ance erection at Pretoria of a monu- 





ment to the Voortrekkers as these folk 
were called. On October 31, 1938, this 
set was withdrawn from issue to be re- 
placed with a new one, the old one being 
illustrated herewith. 

Park Smith of the Strand, S. A., 
sends a specimen of the special envelope 
being sold at post offices in the Union, 
the lower half bearing an illustration of 
ox wagons with commemorative inscrip- 
tion. The 1938 trek started on August 
8 and was to have arrived at Pretoria on 
December 16. 100,000 of the covers 
were sold by the middle of November, 
six special post offices having been 
opened along the route for one day only. 
In addition to the ox-wagon post, there 
will be a pigeon-post and a special air 
mail. Netherlands recently issued a spe- 
cial air stamp for Dingaans Day to be 
used on centenary flight mail. Dingaan, 
it might be mentioned, was a treacherous 
native chieftain who massacred one of 
the first groups of Voortrekkers. Din- 
ganns day is an annual celebration, com- 
memorating the final and complete tri- 
umph over the natives. 

South West Africa joined in the cele- 
bration by issuing at all post offices the 
special envelopes and overprinted Voor- 
trekker stamps, the mail for the ox- 
wagons closing on October 18 at Wind- 
hoek, the capital. From there they were 
taken to Bloemfontein and placed on 
the wagons.

U.S. NOTES 


“How did this one get by all the stamp 
columns?” asks E. P. Zochert of Wausau, 
Wisc., referring to a first day cover of 
the 2lc Arthur from Schnectady, N Y. 
We carried a brief mention of the plan 
of a college group in this former college 
town of Arthur to rush a supply of the 
21c stamp from from Washington on the 
morning the stamp was placed on sale 
there; affix the stamps to covers at 
Schnectady and get them postmarked 
there the same day. At any first day 
sale a person could (and some frequent 
ly do) drive to nearby towns and mail 
covers bearing the new stamps on the 
first day. Since such use is by no 
stretch of the imagination official, these 
first day products are not to be found 
in catalog listings. We have in our col- 
lection various commemoratives post- 
marked on the first day of issue at post 
offices not designated to be a first day 
office, but we consider them only curi- 
osities and of no special value. 


It’s too late to matter now, but reader 
William Bate of Philadelphia asks in 
what particular position the post office 
insists the Christmas Seal be placed on 
the face of letters. His question is 
based on a newspaper item stating that 
this year, for the first time, Christmas 
Seals may be placed upon the face of 
envelopes. As usual in such items, it 
turns out to be twisted reporting by the 
lay press. The post office actually 
stated in its order that mail bearing 
the seals on the face of envelopes 
should not be returned to sender as un- 
mailable or if sender was not known, 
should not as usual be sent to the dead- 
letter office. The Post Offiice Dept., 
far from urging the affixing of seals to 
face of envelopes is merely tolerating 
for the holiday season the practice of 
many folks to improperly affix the seals 
to the address side of mail. 


How is the 2c John Adams “Electric 
Eye” stamp distinguished from the other 
2c Adams? ' That’s H. W. Stimson’s 
question. Individual stamps from both 
types of sheets differ in no detail and 
can not be identified unless they have 
sheet margins attached. The plate 
number of electric eye plates is located 
opposite the third stamp from the cor- 
ner of the sheet instead of opposite the

mill; Havana Cathedral; and the club- 
house of the association of former Gali- 
cian (Spain) natives in Havana.

For the 1933 Pan-American Confer- 
ence, the Seventh, held at Montevideo, 
capital of Uruguay, the Uruguayan post- 
al service provided a novelty in the form 
of a set of six triangle stamps of sym- 
bolical design, featuring an albatross 
over a map of the Americas.

postmark. Here occurred th> rarest va- 
rieties of the Pan-American Congress 
issues, two copies of the 17c receiving 
the overprint inverted, and one sheet 
of 6 having a double impression. These 
are among the great rarities of airmail 
stamps. 

Peru’s contribution to the stamps is- 
sued to commemorate the Pan-American 
Conferences appeared only a few weeks 
ago, large rotogravure and intaglio pro- 
ductions. The Eighth Conference series, 
emphasizes Peru’s having had three 
conferences in the pre-Pan-American 
Union years. The 10c portrays the 
square at Lima as it appeared in 1864 
at the time of the second congress; the 
15c is to recall the four Congresses, pre- 
sumably with a symbolical design; the 
25c the former palace of the Marquis of 
Torre-Tagle, now the home of the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs; the 1 sole a view 
of the Presidential Palace with a parade 
in foreground, picture taken in 1938; 
the 1.50 soles depicts the Capitol or 
Congress Building; and the highest value, 
the 2 soles black, portrays three Peruv- 
ians who took part in the congresses 
of 1847, 1864 and 1877. 

So we have had stamps commemorat- 
ing the Third, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and 
Eighth Pan-American Conferences and 
in addition a stamp picturing the home 
of the Pan-American Union. In addi- 
tion there was a long propaganda set 
issued by Spain in 1930 for the Ibero- 
American Union exposition at Seville, 





Spain, one result of which is the present 
Spanish-American Postal Union. In 
addition there have been a number of 
stamps issued for various Pan-American 
Congresses devoted to certain subjects 
such as Medicine, Child Welfare and 
Postal, these congresses being concerned 
solely with the subjects their titles indi- 
cate. All these issues tell the story of 
the gradual penetration of a feeling of 
mutual good will among the twenty-one 
American republics. A century and 
more has gone by since Monroe declared 
his famous and often misunderstood 
policy. Marines no longer land at Latin- 
American ports to take “situations in 
hand” or to collect bills for impatient 
creditors, but bickering and jealousy still 
continues among the often not too-sis- 
terly American republics.

Stamps In The News— 
Memel 





The latest Nazi coup was the election 
of Nazis to almost all the elective offices 
in the city and region of Memel, semi- 
autonomous unit of the Republic of 
Lithuania. To demands that full auton- 
omy be given and a threat of re-union 
with Germany the Lithuanian govern- 
ment flatly declared the present bound- 
aries of the republic would be main- 
tained with force if necessary. The short 
20 years life of this little country have 
been stormy ones, diplomatic relations 
with its neighboring countries of Ger- 
many, Poland and Russia seldom being 
friendly. From 1920 to 1924 Memel 
had its own stamps, the first ones be- 
ing supplied in 1920 upon the arrival of 
French troops to hold the territory in 
trust until its permanent owner should 
be determined. French and a few Ger- 
man stamps were overprinted and used 
during this period which came to an 
abrupt end when in June, 1923, a Lith- 
uanian unofficial force seized control and 
interned the French troops. 


Poland objected to this illegal seizure 
but the Lithuanians continued to control 
the port and its surrounding territory, 
issuing occupation stamps for use. Po- 
land claimed the port was the natural 
outlet for a large part of Poland and 
that Lithuanian sovereignty in Memel 
would erect formidable trade barriers. 
Late in 1923 a commission of the League 
of Nations Council set to work to try 
to settle the Memel question which 
Lithuania offered to place in the hands 
of a World Court or the League. On 
March 14, 1924, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan and Lithuania signed an 
agreement transferring Memel to Lith- 
uania, granting autonomy to the port 
and free transit through the port of all 
hinterland traffic. This was done be- 
cause the territory immediately adjacent 
to the port was predominantly Lithuan- 
ian though the population of the city 
was German. Poland as a result of the 
agreement which the commissioners said 
was very generous on Lithuania’s part, 
received a free port for its trade, but 
continued to protest the settlement. 
Since that time there have been rumors 
of proposed invasion of Lithuania, the 
Poles to receive the port of Memel and 
abandon the port of Danzig entirely to 
Germany along with the Polish Corridor 
to it. 


Whether the Lithuanians with their 
population of only a little more than 
2,000,000 and area of 33,000 square miles 
could hope to win out in a conflict 
with their powerful neighbors is doubt- 
ful. The forecasts are that the little 
republic, unless the Nazi march to the 
east is stopped, is doomed to disappear, 
and Lithuania may become another 
“dead” country in our albums. At the 
time Memel became a part of Lithu- 
ania, the entire German population in 
the newly enlarged country comprised 
just 114 percent of the whole population 
and the Poles just 2% percent, but such 
statistics are unheeded by the rulers of 
postwar states.

COUNTERFEIT 


I have been advised that there exists 
a counterfeit in the double line type of 
Neenah, Wis. The regular Neenah 
double line type is known as type 4, 
U-16. The fake of course is an imita- 
tion of this U-16. One big difference 
is that the double lines are farther apart 
than those of regular U-16s. Also the 
fakes appear to be printed from a single 
setup. They were noted on Bi-Cents, 
the scarce 14%4c and 2c inverted items 
were imitated. These catalog quite high 
and are worth imitating so beware be- 
fore you take in any high priced Neenah 
double lines. 


REPAIRS AGAIN 


I want to add the following to what I 
first stated about repairs on bureau 
plates. I am indebted to H. M. South- 
gate and the Bureau Specialist for this 
information. The method I formerly 
mentioned about the solder repair seems 
to be used only on the master dies or 
patterns that the government keeps. 
Worn letters are pried up to printing 
height and built up under them to print; 
damaged letters that this method will 
not do any good are routed out (or dril- 
led out as you might want to say) and 
pieces of brass or copper are inserted 
in these places and then the wording is 
engraved thereon. This does not change 
our statements about the lettering be- 
ing wobbly and loose looking and I 
don’t want to leave the impression that 
I am panning the engravers in making 
this statement because I know they are 
working under difficult conditions in 
making these repairs. Summing this up 
again the solder repairs are only on mas- 
ter dies, as the solder will not take the 
beating of a press, and the regular plates 
are either built up under weak places 
or are inlaid and engraved with copper 
or brass inserts. We hope this lays this 
to rest now. 


BEGINNERS’ CORNER 


One reader wrote me asking about 
these U-121s, B-11, U-10, etc. He said 
it all sounded like a chemical formula 
to him. Well years ago it became ap- 
parent that certain cities were using a 
style of precancellation that was set up 
from the same font of type. There were 
perhaps a dozen cities using this type. 
Then another group had precancellations 
of another type, etc. It was found that 
this was carried out by the government 
to a great extent and in making a list- 
ing or catalog it would be quite a help 
simply to illustrate one precancellation 
only of each type in a chart and then 
when this was used in the catalog in- 
stead of describing it or illustrating at 
each city using it to simply refer the 
reader to the chart. Thus was born the 
Universal Style system, or U-types as 
some are wont to call them. Altho the 
U-Types run to U-127 there are many 





breaks in the numbering and there are 
hardly more than two-thirds this many 
U-types. There are many precancel 
types that do not come under the U 
classification and these are handled in 
the catalog in this manner:—either il- 
lustrated or are compared to some U- 
type to which they are similar. When 
bureau prints came into being the B- 
prefix was used in the making of the 
charts for the bureau types. The charts 
are found in the front of the general 
catalog. This one contains both the U 
and B types so the collector will have 
a complete chart to go by in classifying 
material. In order to satisfy the curi- 
osity of some collectors and to show the 
beginner what is meant by U-10, B-11, 
etc., the publishers of the catalog have 
put this chart up in booklet form to sell 
at a nominal price. If any readers are 
interested in getting one of the charts 
I will furnish them the proper address. 
The Bureau Print Catalog contains a 
chart with only the B-types illustrated. 


30c, 50c First Day Report 





When the last two of the Presidential 
series were issued on December 8, the 
Postoffice Department again recorded a 
number of first day covers. Of the 30c 
Theodore Roosevelt, 43,528 covers were 
sent, of which 4,812 bore blocks of four. 
67,067 copies of the stamp were sold, 
netting postal coffers the sum of $20,- 
120.10. 

Of the 50c Taft, there were 62,576 
copies sold, totaling in face value $31,- 
288.00. 41,984 covers were mailed of 
which 4,604 had blocks of four. This was 
slightly less than for any others of the 
Presidentials under $1 face value.

A new high value was established this 
week for a single U. S. piece, when 
the used block of four of the 24 cent 
value of the 1869 issue with inverted 
center was sold to Esmond Bradley 
Martin for $25,000.00. This piece was 
recently obtained by Y. Souren and his 
agent Mr. T. Behr at the sale of the 
William Crocker collection which was 
held in London recently. It is generally 
agreed that only one sheet of ghis de- 
nomination was released with th’ error. 
There are two or three unused specimens, 
approximately a dozen used singles, and 
one block known to exist today; Use 
of the denomination was extremely lim- 
ited when the stamps were iss#ed so 
that the existence of a block even in 
normal condition was highly unusual. 





This block was discovered in Liver- 
pool, England, during the 1890’s. It 
was acquired by William Thorne, a New 
York collector and was later sold to a 
Boston dealer who, in turn, sold it to 
Mr. Crocker. The Y. Souren Co. of 
New York has eliminated the possibility 
of the acquisition of this block by a 
foreign collector by inserting in the sales 
agreement, the stipulation, that under 
no circumstances was the block ever to 
leave the U. S.

Other rarities acquired by Mr. Martin 
in the same deal included a used single 
of the 30 cent value of the 1869 issue 
with flags inverted, at $4,000; a block 
of four of the 4 cent Columbian color 
error at $6,000; and an unused single, 
mint, of the 2 cent Pan-American issue 
with inverted center at $3,250. Another 
sensational bit of news was the discovery 
by the Y. Souren Co. that the mint block 
of four of the 12 cent stamp listed in 
the Crocker Sale Catalogue as Scott’s 
No. 151 (12c 1870-71) without grill cat- 
aloguing at $500, was actuaily Scott’s 
No. 140 with grill listing at $1500 for 
a single. 





Dealers here in New Yorn who had 
expected that December would be a poor 
month for business and therefore an 
opportunity to straighten out their 
stocks, take inventory, and close their 
books for the year have been pleasantly 
surprised to find that December of this 
year was an amazingly good month for 
business. Philatelists who usually find 
the financial inroads of the holiday sea- 
son almost entirely preclude their pur- 
chase of stamps temporarily, seem to be 
giving stamps as Christmas Gifts in the 
form of packets. And swell gifts they 
are too. 


Panama To Issue Canal 
Commemoratives 


The Republic of Panama plans to join 
the United States and the Canal Zone 
in issuing commemorative stamps next 
year for the 25th anniversary of the 
opening of the Panama Canal to traffic. 
Seven values will comprise the Pana- 
manian set, ranging from 1 centesimo to 
1 balboa and will appear early in 1939 
according to the New York Times cor- 
respondent. Being considered as sub- 
jects will be scenes showing the history 
of the isthmus from the days of the 
Royal Road of early Spanish conquest 
days down through the ’49 gold rush 
period to the year 1914. 


More About Hatay 


The Sandjak of Alexandretta, form- 
erly a part of Syria, became the Repub- 
lic of Hatay on September 1. Tue flag 
of the new country will be a modification 


o|of that of its neighbor, Turkey, having 


a hollow star instead of a solid star. The 
capital of the country will not be the 
port city of Alexandretta, but Antioch. 
The President is Tifour Sokalin who 
was elected promptly following the 
plebiscite. A parliament has also been 
convened. A locally produced issue of 
stamps is expected at any time, as the 
likelihood of overprinting more Syrian 
issues is remote. Whitfield King reports 
the above to the Philatelic Magazine,

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A Recent Discovery 


The KenMore Stamp Company sub- 
mit a photograph which undoubtedly 
clears up the reason for the existence 
of the variety of the 1c 1910 Newfound- 
land Guy Issue listed in Scott as No. 
87d. This variety has long been a famil- 
iar, though not particularly scarce error, 
having an “F” instead of an “E” in 
“NEWFOUNDLAND” making _ the 
hitherto unexplained error in inscrip- 
tion, “NFWFOUNDLAND.” We have 
never noted any explanation of how this 
error occurred but the photograph sub- 
mitted showing a block of four contain- 
ing one of the errors goes far toward 

















explaining this. The block was enlarged 
so that each stamp was about four inches 
wide and immediately noticeable was 
the fact that the error stamp had the ap- 
pearance of being a folded paper variety 
such as are occasionally found among 
U. S. issues, (having a portion of the 
design hidden in a crease). However, 
it is known that these NFW errors were 
not folded paper varieties, being a con- 
stant variety on one subject of the litho- 
graphic plate or stone. 

The KenMore firm pointed out that 
the error stamp measures slightly less 
in width than does the others in the 
block. This gives a definite clue to how 
the error occurred; indicating that the 
F was not the result of an error in en- 
graving. It is customary in making 
these lithograph plates containing multi- 
ple subjects, to do this by a transfer 
process. The description of the process 
of doing so sounds more complicated 
than it really is. In brief, the original 
design engraved on the lithographing 
stone is inked with a special transfer 
ink and the desired number of impres- 
sions as are needed to make a full sheet 
of stamps are made on a sheet of paper 
coated with a sizing of starch and gly- 
cerine. These impressions are then cut 
out and affixed to another sheet of paper 
in the order in which the finished stamps 
are to appear in sheets. If sheets of 
the stamps are to contain 100 subjects, 
then one hundred of the transfers are 
made on the sized paper, cut out and 
arranged on the other sheet with the 
identical spacing between them as is de- 
sired on the finished sheets of stamps. 
This sheet of transfers is then laid face 
down on the lithographing stone or pol- 
ished plate and repeatedly pulled under 
pressure through a press until all the 


designs in the special ink have been 
transferred to the stone, the transfer 
sheet being dampened during the process. 
until all the paper can be removed. 
After etching of the transferred designs 
the stone is ready to print from. How 
the NFW error occurred should be ob- 
vious from the above—one of the trans- 
fer subjects being creased under the pres- 
sure or in being affixed to transfer sheet. 
That this must be the case is shown by 
the stamp being narrower, indicating the 
design has a crease in it. In the en- 
largement the crease, having the appear- 
ance of a thin black line, runs almost 
vertically from the lower right corner of 
the frame enclosing “1610” down through 
the left upper stroke of the “W,” cut- 
ting close to the main vertical stroke of 
the “E” and down through the “O” of 
“ONE” continuing to the frame sur- 
rounding the portrait. The “O” due 
to the crease is nearly solid, having only 
a small opening in the center in contrast 
with “Os” on the other stamps. That the 
“F” was originally an “E” is also con- 
clusively proven when comparing the 
bottom serif of it with the other “F” 
of Newfoundland. On the real “F” the 
serif has a broad base and noticeably 
slants upward toward the vertical stroke 
of the letter. In the error the slant is 
only to the left side of the vertical 
stroke. The white portion extending to 
right is at a right angle and though 
very little of it can be seen on the stamp, 
in the enlargement it can be seen to 
start at an abrupt right angle to the 
vertical stroke as do the bottom hori- 
zontal strokes of the “Es” on the three 
normal stamps. Finally the absence of 
most of the left upward stroke of the 
W indicates a fold existed, for if the W 
were normal it would overlap the error 
“or 

The other stamps in the block show 
minor variations which can be attributed 
to the transfer process. A spot of some 
kind in the “E” of “JAMES” gives it 
the appearance of an “R”—this in the 
upper right stamp. The lower left stamp 
has a dot which makes it appear as a 
period before the “P” of “POSTAGE”, 
The lower right stamp has a white streak 
looking like an accent mark after the 
“E” of “ONE.” These can be blamed 
on scratches or incomplete transfers or 
inking, not surprising considering the 
stamps were termed cheap looking pro- 
ductions when reviewed by one periodi- 
cal in 1910. 

At least that’s our solution of the 
variety. It can’t very well be the re- 
sult of a cracked plate for that would, 
if anything, make the stamp wider.
